They ate the food of 
the natives which consisted large­ 
ly of dried meat, vegetables and 
fish. The natives do not eat bread 
or a brcad-substitute; and eat no 
chicken except imported canned 
or frozen, smce chickens, tur­ 
keys and other fowl are not rais­ 
ed in that part of Alaska.
